Death of G. K. Chesterton. 

Noted English Author 

O N 10 of England's most distinguished 
ar ,d interesting authors and crit¬ 
ics passed from the scene In the death 
,,f Gilbert Keith Chesterton, generally 
known as ”0. K.” He was sixty two 
years old Chesterton was converted to 
Catholicism in 1922 and thereafter 
much of his writing was devoted to 
his championship of that church. l* m 
munv years his writings were very 
popular and In 1926 he established his 
ow n weekly magazine. He was the 
author of about 50 hooks and Innu¬ 
merable articles. 

Chesterton loved to write something 
Incongruous and was culled “prince of 
paradoxes.” Combative, unconvention¬ 
al, and dogmatic, his was a distinctive 
style. Ills outspoken criticisms In ad 
dresses and writing* frequently led to 
controversies.

Remarking 
that relief expenditures were mounting 
at the same time that employment and 
payrolls were going up. Eugene G. 
Grace, president of the Institute, said 
that “the only sure way to cure un¬ 
employment and solve the problem of 
relief is to Increase production.” 

As a sidelight to all this discussion 
of government spending, the treasury 
announced plans for our largest peace¬ 
time financing operation—$ 2 , 000 , 000,000 
—which was offered on June 15. It 
will Increase the public debt to about 
$32,600,000,000. the highest yet. 

All States Share 

Benefits under the Social Security 
act are now shared, under one or more 
of its provisions, by all the 48 states 
as well as Hawaii and Alaska, accord¬ 
ing to n survey made at the olliee of 
the Social Security board. 

The survey revealed that, since Feb¬ 
ruary and up to the period ending une 
30, the Social Security board has ap¬ 
proved grants in aid or administra¬ 
tion expenses totaling about $30,000,000. 
Most of this has been paid to those 
states that have qualified under unem¬ 
ployment compensation and public as 
sistance laws approved by tlie hoard. 

The hoard also has made payment 
for expenses of administering unem¬ 
ployment compesatlon laws, as well as 
grants for other social services carried 
on under the children’s bureau of the 
Department of Labor, the Public Health 
service and the office. of education. 

Scope of Aid Widened 

Although not every state lui* shared 
in all the benefits of the SwMal So 
eurity act, the number of states sub¬ 
mitting plans for approval to tne Social 
Security bourd is increasing. Eleven 
states und the District of Columbia 
ulready have had unemployment com¬ 
pensation plans approved by : lie board. 
About 7,000.000 workers, or 40 per cent 
of all those eligible In the entire 
country, now are covered b> approved 
plans. 

In addition, plans for old-age as¬ 
sistance (free pensions) have been ap¬ 
proved by the board for 32 states, 
which now have 628,074 needy aged 
on their rolls. Twenty-one state laws 
covering assistance to more than 20,000 
blind persons have been approved by 
the hoard. 

Nineteen state plans for aid to 
1S4.S03 dependent children also have 
been approved. 

The board tins made 1.0 otlieial es¬ 
timates of federal benefit payments, 
hut an unoflicial tally ri.ealed these 
approximate figures for the February 
June, 1036. period.

Plans are being made for an euu 
monition of 26 , 000,000 wage-earners 
who will be covered on January 1, 1037, 
by the old-age benefit (compulsory con 
tributory pensions) provision of the 
seeurlty act. 

Federal Role Indirect 

The Social Security act delimits the 
functions of the federal and state gov¬ 
ernments. The states have the pri¬ 
mary tusk of admit istraliou of law* 
enacted by them, passing of amend 
meats uppointiueut of start’ and organ¬ 
ization of unemployment compensation 
commissions. 

The role of the Jederui government 
is Indirect, being primarily concern .-1 
with protecting the state funds and 
seeing to it that (he state orguni/u 
lions are properly administered. 

Under the provisions of Ibe act the 
federal government cun Insure col lee 
tion of comparable statistical material 
that would otherwise he dillicult with 
Interstate and federal state co-opera 
tion. Since the federal government is 
responsible for ul! exfamse of state ud 


111 ..i'*truth»hs. it Is directly Interested 
In the eho I uf expenditure of this 
money. 

Under the public health section of 
the security act there resulted a closer 
co-ordination ot health activities or 
federal, state and local governments, 
according to Dr. Thomas Parran, sur¬ 
geon general of the public health serv 
Ire. Before the act only 540 local 
health units were in operation out of s 
total of 3.0(H) counties in the United 
States. In three months 175 new local 
health units were added to this num¬ 
ber. an Increase of more than 30 per 
cent. 

Eleven states have set up new 
units for the study of Industrial hy¬ 
giene. bringing the total to sixteen. 
Grants from the funds under the act 
have enabled California. Washington, 
Montana and Idaho to set up special 
facilities for the control of bubonic 
plague. 

In the realm of special projects Ala¬ 
bama lias been assisted in extending 
its efforts toward the eradication of 
hookworm and Missouri and Tennessee 
have been assisted In their tight 
against trachoma.

The next time you 
stop in at your grocer’s, think of 
the fact that Mrs. Franklin Delano 
Roosevelt—or whoever bats for 
her If she’s busy, which she in¬ 
variably is—may be in a Washing¬ 
ton grocery store buying exactly 
the same foods of the same brands 
as you to serve to her distinguished 
husband, to statesmen and ambas¬ 
sadors. 

At any rate hysterics can often 
be avoided by means of canned 
foods according to an interview in 
the New York World-Telegram 
with the First Lady of the Land 
shortly after her husband was in¬ 
augurated President The girl who 
has hysterics when her husband 
telephones that he is bringing an 
office mate home to dinner, she 
was quoted as saying, has a lot to 
learn. In a well-run household, 
Mrs. Roosevelt believes, there 
should be certain things in reserve 
*—canned foods that can be rushed 
into service at a moment's notice 
if the dinner that was planned 
seems rather slim for company. 


White House Weil Provided 


That is how the White House 
comes to be well provided with 
canned foods. There are tomatoes, 
pears, fruit salad, sardines, sal¬ 
mon, lobster, pork and beans, pine¬ 
apple, tomato juice, mackerel, 
corned beef hash and sweet pota¬ 
toes to be seen in the picture, and 
remember that it shows only five 
sections of the shelves. We suspect 
that Mrs. Roosevelt’s — or her 
housekeeper’s—shopping goes far¬ 
ther than that 

An emergency shelf of easily 
prepared foods is probably more 
necessary in the White House 
than in any other single dwelling

keeper must bc prepared to change 
her estimates of the amount of 
food that will be needed for any 
meal or on any day not by what 
W? necessary for merely two or 
four but literally for dozens of 
people. One of the inalienable 
privileges of the President and his 
First Lady is that of rapid 
changes of mind. 

Canned Foods the Answer 

Canned foods provide the major 
part of the answer to this perplex¬ 
ing problem for some Of the fol¬ 
lowing reasons. Their food value 
is equal to that of home-cooked 
food and generally even greater 
because the canned food is more 
easy to digest on account of being 
more thoroughly cooked. A higher 
| percentage of vitamins is retained 
in canned foods than in foods 
cooked at home by the ordinary 
methods. Perfect sterilization 
renders canned foods absolutely 
safe. The sterilization process de¬ 
stroys harmful organisms as no 
home cooking can do. 

Then there are the aspects of 
convenience and economy. Canned 
foods are always ready to serve. 
For cold dishes they need only be 
mixed with other things, in salads 
or desserts, and placed attrac¬ 
tively on a dish. When they are 
to be served hot, a brief heating 
is all that is necessary. There is 
no waste in canned foods. The 
vegetables and fruits have already 
been peeled and stoned or seeded. 
The flsh has been boned and 
skinned and all unusable parts re¬ 
moved. Every bit of the rajinpri 
food is usable. 

Finally canned foods save time 
as well as labor. It is no wonder 
that Mrs. Roosevelt and all her 
predecessors have given them a 
permanent place on the White 
House shelves.*

it is the nourishing and invigorat¬ 
ing qualities of good thick soups. 
People want none of your chilled 
fruit soups and thin consommes, 
except with a very heavy dinner, 
but the other kind are decidedly 
in the swim. 

Fortunately we have all the 
world to draw from for good thick 
soups—all the way from New 
England to Italy, from frozen Rus¬ 
sia to what’s left of China—for 
the inhabitants of all these coun¬ 
tries have learned the value of 
good staying soup. Take New 
England, for instance, so cold and 
bleak in winter. What could be 
better to keep off the cold than 
the following 

New England Clam Chowder 

Dice one-eighth pound salt pork 
and sautd with one medium onion, 
sliced. Add oue and a half cups 
diced potatoes, sautd a few 
minutes, and then add one-half 
teaspoou salt, one-eighth teaspoon 
pepper, a pinch of thyme, one- 
eighth teaspoon celery seed, and 
one cup water. Simmer until po¬ 
tatoes are almost tender. Add two 
tablespoous chili sauce and the 
chopped clams from one small can, 
containing one cup clams and 
three-fourths cup liquor. Add one 
tablespoon flour smoothed with 
two cups cold milk. Stir until 
slightly thickened. Add the clam 
liquor last so that there may be 
no danger of its curdling the milk. 
Serve with plain crackers or pilot 
crackers. Serves four. 

Iu Italy they keep warm in win¬ 
ter with the following strong and 
invigorating 

Italian Beef Soup: Cut tho con¬ 
tents of a 12-ounce can roast beef 
ln small cubes, add to either 
seven dups boiling water with four 
boulllou cubeal or to :<even cups 


beef stock; then add the contents 
of a G-ounce can tomato paste and 
one-half teaspoon kitchen bouquet, 
and simmer gently for thirty 
minutes. Season to taste with salt 
and pepper, and add one and a 
half cups boiled macaroni cut in 
short pieces. This is u very nutri¬ 
tious, full-meal supper or luncheon 
soup, and serves eight. 


How Russians Make It 

It is a peculiar thing that on 
the frozen steppes of Russia they 
rely more on vegetables than on 
meats for invigoration front their 
soup. Perhaps the fact that it is 
usually supplemented by liberal 
potations of vodka accounts in 
part for this. At any rate here is a 
tasty recipe for that filling soup 
known as 

JCussian Jiortsch: Add two cups 
finely shredded cabbage, two 
onions, thinly sliced, and one 
sliced potato to two quarts soup 
stock, and cook until the vege¬ 
tables are tender. Add the con¬ 
tents of one can tomato soup, salt, 
pepper, one teaspoon sugar and 
one tablespoon vinegar. Add the 
juice from a No. 2 can beets and 
the beets cut in thin, match-like 
strips. Serve with a large spoon¬ 
ful of thick sour cream on each 
serving Serves ten. 

And here is a Chinese soup cal¬ 
culated to keep a slant-eyed Celes¬ 
tial from shivering in the chilly 
winter winds. It is known as 

Chinese Mushroom Soup Heat 
one tablespoon cooking oil a 
skillet, add one tablespoon h .on 
juice, half the contents of 4- 
ounce can mushroom* • Lhinly 
sliced, and two tublespoous minced 
parsley, and saute five minutes. 
Add the contents of two cans 
bouillon, one and a half cups wa 
ter, the liquor from the can of 
mushrooms and one tablespoon 
soy sauce, and beat. Serves four.*

John Hancock, one of the richest 
men of Boston town, had much to lose 
by his stand. It was no idle gesture 
to Idm. this adoption of tiie cause of 
the colonies. His properties were to 
he forfeited to the crown for what 
would he considered an act of treason 
hut John Hancock did not hesitate be 
cause of this. He was a native of 
Braintree, therefore a friend and neigh¬ 
bor, no doubt, of John Adams, who was 
afterward to he the second President 
of tiie I’uitcd States. 

The adopted son of an uncle, Thomas 
Hancock, who left him u large fortune, 
young Hancock was a graduate of Har¬ 
vard in 17r>4. and was one of a numer¬ 
ous family of Hancocks In tlie vicinity. 

As a member of tiie Commi'tee of 
Patriots appointed after the massacre 
In Boston asking the British to with¬ 
draw, Hancock had counseled every 
honorable means to avoid the conflict 
impending. At Hie funeral of the slain 
he preached an oration in which fie 
flayed the cowardice of tiie British 
officers ami men In slaughtering un 
armed men. 

When the Continental Congress was 
formed John Hancock represented I 
Massachusetts therein and in I77.T 1777 
served as its president.

The opening ceremony was the only 
one unanimously attended. From that 
time mi, too many things were happen¬ 
ing to engage the entire juvenile at¬ 
tention at one time.
